As a matter of fact, he had little 
to do with the framing.of the notes lo the belligerents,'and he had become 
more and more a voice speaking in the wilderness—speaking about peace 
rnd arbitration when the occasion called for dignify, prompt action, 
practical diplomacy and the guidance of a man like VTnodrnw Wilson. 
The moral power of Bryan—and he is a strong moral force in the nation 
—was an aid to President Wilson, but at this time thc president and the 
cabinet are stronger and better able to cope with great questions with- 
out the'erstwhile secretary of state.
